The news coincided with evidence 
that Germany had shifted a major 
portion of Its submarine war to 
American waters, with the report- 
ed presence of marauding U-boat8 
right off the coast of Texas. 
"Headlong" was the word the 
war department used to describe 
the desperate 
and 
unsuccessful 
Japanese attacks against 
Mac- 
Arthur on the Batan Peninsula of 
the Island of Luzon. "Enemy loss- 
es were heavy," the communique 
added. 
One Japanese transport In the 


Borneo harbor of Balik 
Pappan 
was destroyed, another set on fire, 
and two enemy 
fighting 
planes 


were shot down by five American 
bombers which returned safely to 
their base, the department said in 
describing a Macassar action which 
apparently was the same told of 
yesterday at Batavia. 
Yesterday the war

Issued a communique which told 
of quite a similar attack and for 
a time it appeared that it was then 
duplicating the Batavia story. 
Today's developments made ths 
total listing of Japan"se ships sunk 
or damaged in the stilts if finite 
ly at least thirty-eight,; . 
Jap Losses Terrible. 
The Japs' terrible losses In the 
straits were put even higher in a 
broadcast by the Sydney, Austra- 
lia, radio. 
The spokesman there 


figured the total at forty-six war- 
ships and transports, the latter 
carrying 25,000 invasion troops. 
Since enemy trans-Atlantic raid- 
ers appeared Jan. 12, all indica- 
tions have pointed to a more con- 
certed campaign involving much 
greater strength than the spectac- 
ular lone-wolf forays of a few 
U-boats in World War days. 
The 
enemy is known to have 
•unk fourteen American or allied 
ships—and to have lost a number 
of U-boats in the process. Despite 
the losses the sphere of operations 
appears to be widening Instead of 
contracting.

POSTHUMOUS AWARD 


OF CONGRESSIONAL 


MEDAJJF HONOR 


SECOND LIEUTENANT ALEX- 
ANDER R. NININGER, JR., 
HONORED FOR BRAVERY 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 
29.—(IP)— 


The posthumous award of the con- 
gressional medal of honor to Sec- 
ond Lieutenant Alexander R. Nln- 
Inger, Jr., the first time this high- 
est United States decoration has 
been authorized since 
the 
war 
started, was announced today by 
the war department. 
Nlnlnger, an officer of the Phil- 


ippine Scouts, was killed in action 
on January 12 on the Batan Penin- 
sula. 
The citation was for con- 
spicuous gallantry and Intrepidity 
above and beyond the call of duty. 
General Douglas MacArthur rec- 


ommended the award, 
reporting 
that Nininger, whose own company 
was not In action, voluntarily at- 
tached himself to another outfit 
engaged in fierce fighting against 
Japanese snipers and sharpshoot- 
ers who, posted in "fox 
holes," 
were halting a counter attack In 
which the Amrlcans sought to re- 
gain lost positions. 
With rifle and hand grenade Nin- 
inger fought his 
way 
forward, 
killing several enemy snipers and 
destroying several groups of Jap- 
anese troops In the fox holes before 
he himself was killed. 
When the positions finally were 
retaken by MacArthur's 
troops, 


Ninlnger's body was found with 
a Japanese officer and two Jap- 
anese enlisted men 
dead 
beside 


him.

I am a fisherman myself, and 
I took tackle with me to Galilee 
on 
my 
latest 
trip. 
I studied 


closely the fishing ways on this 
lake which, throughout the ages, 
has yielded such a bountiful har- 
vest of fish. 
I have never read or heard a 


description 
of 
the 
methods 
of j 


Galilee 
fishing. 
T h e y have a1 


meaning for all "fishers of men." 
Five common 
ways I have ob- 


served. 
First, there is the gill net, used 


for fishing along the shores. Aft- 
er It Is set, the 
fishermen 
prod 
the rocks and roots, or keep heav- 
ing overboard their stone anchor, 
to scare the fish from their places 
of hiding, and Into the waiting 
net. O f t e n the fishermen strip 
naked, and go overboard for this 
hunting out of their wary prey. 


Second, Is the big net, set well! 


out in the deep, and hauled ashore 
by dozens or 
scores 
of strong 
arms. Local residents wait on the 
shore, to share the garnering; and 
pitiful Is the Arab walling when 
the net Is brought In empty. 
Third of the forms of net fish- 


ing Is the circular net, skillfully 
thrown, 
which 
expands 
as 
it 


. shoots out, and falls upon fish that 


'•JO*) have been sighted. 
The dexterity 


of the fishermen with this form 
of net is beautiful to behold. 


Fourth of the methods Is the 
setting of many baited hooks, on 
a long line anchored under water 
—what we call a "trot lino" in 
this country. 


Fifth of the methods I have 


watched is that of the individual 
fisherman, standing on the shore 
or In the water, casting 
out 
a 


handllne, baited with a minnow, 
as far as he can throw it, and re- 
trieving by a series of short jerks. 
The lines used 
to 
be 
made of 


twisted horsehair, but now they 
are Imported from Europe. 


I never saw the Galilee fisher- 


men trolling with artificial lures; 
when I so used a spinner—success- 
fully—they were surprised and In- 
terested

Meanwhile It appeared that ono 


of the great dramas of the World 
War was rapidly approaching—the 
attempt by the Japanese to capture 
the fortified island of Singapore 
itself. There Is the making of an 
epic struggle here. 


Singapore is some twenty-seven 


miles long and fourteen wide and 
t Is heavily fortified, as would ho 
ixpectcd for protection of a naval 
mse which is capable of providing 
anchorage for the whole British 
navy at one time. The naval base 
s on the northern shore, along the 
Strait of Johore,. n half mile from 
Lhe mainland of the Malay Pen- 
insula where today tho allied troops 
and Japanese forces were locked in 
fierce battle some forty miles to 
the north. 


The city of Singapore, which Is 


ono of tho most cosmopolitan In the 
world, lies on tho southern edge 
of the island. Tho civilian popula- 
tion is about 750.000, and one would

H. G. Johnston Wednesday after- 
noon. 


Miss Frances Broadstreet, pro- 


gram chairman, Introduced Mrs. 
Walker • who fascinated her audi- 
ence as she gave each of the bugs 
discussed 
definite 
personalities, 


talking about night-roaming bugs, 
strutting bugs and snails and slugs. 


For the bugs which can be class- 


ified as snails and slugs (the night 
bugs) Mrs. Walker recommended 
the use of smarol or wood ashes 
on the ground around the Infected 
plants. 
For the strutting 
bugs 


which Include the caterpillars and 
their relatives the 
best remedy, 


Mrs. Walker said, Is arsenic of 
lead, used In a spray form. When 
the bugs are Infecting trees too 
large to spray, the speaker recom- 
mended tangle-foot 
used around 


the tree. To get rid of the sow or 
pill bug, one part of Paris green 
and six parts of lime Is recommend- 
ed. 


Mrs. Walker reminded her listen- 


ers that If any vegetables are plant- 
ed among flowers, great care must 
be taken that the various sprays 
used are non-harmful. Two sprays 
suggested 
for use on vegetables 
and flowers are rotenome and py- 
rethrum. To prevent scale or fun- 
gus growth on plants the speaker 
told her audience to use an oil 
emulsion spray made up of one- 
half to three-fourth cup of oil to 
a gallon of water.
